NOTE :—The vessel for whose convenience and adjacent 
berth/berths is/nre kept vacant due to the 
nature of cargo to bo handled at that particular 
berth or for any other reason shall be charged 
additional port dues for each of the berth so 
kept vacant at the rate applicable to ih^t parti¬ 
cular vessel. 
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Explanation : In thig Schcdule- 

(a) "ship’' means a vessel propelled solely by wind 
power; 

<b) “steamer’' means any vessel other than a ship, 

(c) 44 Co a sting ship” and "Coasting Steamer’’ means res¬ 
pectively a ship or steamer which at the Port of Co¬ 
chin discharges cargo exclusively from or takes in cargo 
exclusively for any part in the continent of Tndia or 
in Bjrma or in the Island of Ceylon, and ‘‘Coasting 
Steam if* includes a cm a sting steam vessel.

(ii) When a vessel enters the Port of Cochin but does not 
discharge or take in any cargo or passengers therein (with 
the exception of such unshipment and reshipment as may be 
ncccssa y for purposes of repair) she shall be charged with 
a port due at half (he rate with which she would otherwise 
be chargeable.
